The story of events leading up to 
the killing. of Charlemagne, as re- 
lated to the Post-Dispatch by. Lieut. 
Hanneken upon a visit a year ago 
to his parents, William Hanneken, 
820 Allen avenue, was one of amaz- 
ing ingeuity and valor. Scribner's 
Magazine for last May printed much 
the same account. 

Killing Was Planned. 

Charlemagne was the leader of 
15.000 bandits (in reality, 
tionists) who had terrorized the 
‘island. The plan of the St. Louis 
'marines, who held rank as Captain 
and Lieutenant in the Haytian gen- 
darmerie, to capture or kill Charle- 
magne, was three months in 
making. It included the enacting of 
a mock battle in which one of the 
St. Louisans feigned being wounded 


of their native officers the confidence 
of the bandit and hence knowledge 
of the route to his camp. 

The expedition to Charlemagne’s 
stronghold was composed of the St. 
Louis marines disguised as natives, 
their bodies. blackened, and 18 na- 
tives dressed in rags to resemble 
bandits. The expedition penetrated 
through the bandit lines to Charic- 
magne’s campfire. 

Killing Ended Banditry. 

As Lieut. Hanneken related it to 
the Post-Dispatch: “Button and I 
advanced alone until we were with- 
in about 15 paces of Charlemagne. 
He was on the far side of the fire 
and peered over it at our approach. 
It was about 2 o’clock In the morn- 
ing. On his right, at about 40 feet, 
were his guard of 100. On the im- 


mediate right and left were sen- 
tries. As the sentries halted us at 
20 paces, I raised my Colt and fired. 

“Tet ’er go,’” I yelled at Button, 
and he turned his automatic on the 
guard of 100. They scattered. Some- 
one kicked out the campfire. We 
were plunged in darkness. I groped 
about until I found a body. It was 
that of Charlemagne.” 

The St. Louls marines brought out 
the body of the leader and banditry 
subsided with his death.

History Is Interesting. 

“The history of Missouri is absorb- 
ingly interesting. Her birth as @ 
state was only after much travall, 
/resuiting in the celebrated Missouri 
‘Compromise, which was virtually 
repealed by the passage of the Kan- 
_gas-Nebraska bill in 1854. This Mia- 
,souri Compromise had the effect of 
postponing the discussion of the slay- 
‘ery question for 30 years, but it did 
not settle this issue, which was a 
‘burning one and only samoldered for 
about one-third of a century. 

‘Missouri wcoupied the eenter of 
the stage for a time when the Mor- 
mon question was a live issue. In 
'the Mexican War the Donovan ex- 
pedition played a most thrilling part

But the unqualified assurance of 
the security owners carries an uncomfortable sug- 
gestion. They declare that the roads are not meet- 
ing their fixed charges and that $350,000,000 worth of 
securities mature this year. If this means a receiver- 
ship it camnot be called a solution. It would entail 
either higher rates, a junking of the properties or 
Government control, none of which would bring any- 
thing but misfortune to the public. 

Government ownership or control means but a re- 
lapse into the very disease from which the railroads 
have been regarded as recovering. It means po- 
litical administration, frresponsibility, inefficiency 
end labor dictatorship, for all of which the public 
must pay. It may be a solution for security owners. 
It is claimed as a solution by large and influential 
elements of the workers’ organizations. But it is not) 
@ solution for the public. Whatever means ineffi- 
clemcy means higher rates. Higher rates mean disas- 
ter to business. Disaster to business means disaster 
to labor. It is as certain a sequence as “the house 
that Jack built.” 

The only final solution will be in the preserva- 
tion of the status quo, plus such new administrative 
devices of economy and efficiency as will protect the 
principle of individual incentive and prevent a back- 
ward plunge into the abyss of irresponsibility and 
public spoils.

“The project which most directly 
affects St. Louis is the Mississipp!- 
Warrior service. This was organized 
by the administration in July, 19158 
and its Federal manager instructed 
to put tnto operation all the boats 
‘and barges he could find, and to 
build a permanent fleet which, as a 
beginning. was planned to consist of 
six powerful towboats of 2000 horse- 
power each, and 40 barges of 2000 
tons dead weight carrying capacity 
‘each. 

“The geervice, with a manesnist 
more than two rears, and last ‘year 
carried 160,000 tons of freight. he 
new barges have all been received, 
but the power boats have not. The 
line is still dependent upon old. 
weak, umreliable towbDoats. Vith the 
receipt this summer of the new pow- 
er, the service will be able to main 
tain two sallings every week in each 
direction between St. Louis and New 
Orleans, and to carry a million and 
a half tons of freight annually. 

“The barges are all ef steel with 
some 36 water-tight compartments 
each. They have 16 top and 16 side 
openings each. and are safe craft. 
capable of transporting freight and 
delivering ft tn as good order as if it 
were carried over the railroads. 

Through Bills of Lading. 

“The Mississippi-Warrior service 
issues through bills of lading with 
ail of the railroads reaching all the 
points on the river. and has a broad 
basis of joint rates which permit St 
Louis merchants to direct their tm- 
ports through New Orleans and up- 
stream over the barge line and dis- 
tribute them at will throughout the 
whole Mississippi Valley. 

“The bills of lading of Fre barge 
line assume all the Liabiliftes of safe 
carriage and delivery ordinarly ten- 
dered to the public br the railroads 
‘o insurance fs necessary to be 
taken out on shipments via the barge 
line. 

“The docks and term!nal facilities 
at New Orleans are we! known to 
all the people of Latin America. The 
Federal Barge Line has access to 
all of these docks, the same as the 
ratiroads, for the interchange of 
commodities with the steamships. 

“At St. Louis the city has invested 
upward of a milion dollars in the 

bdevelopment of a modern termina! 
of ample proportions and equipped 
| With those facilities regarded as best 
| suited for the quick and cheap inter-

Freight Handling Facilitated. 

| “When the berges arrive at St 
Louis with sugar. coffee, sisal and

A Scare That Didn’t Work. 
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Fast Trains Run on Schedule. 


Wi ine: the passenger department of a railroad wants to cut down

the running between two important towns, the operating de- 
partment makes out a time schedule. 

Engineers and conductors know exactly when they must arrive 
at way stations, how long they muét stop, and when they must arrive 
again. 

Nothing is allowed to interfere. If there is a delay between two 
stations it must be made up as soon as possible. This requires more 
coal, more strain on the nerves of the engine driver, and more aiert- 
ness on the part of the switchmen and yard men. But that care has 
got to be expended. 

Without a schedule no express train could make fast time. And 
without a schedule you will never get where you ought to be in the 
time that should be alloted for the journey. 

Set yourself a goal you mean to reach at 30 years. If because of 
sickness, or a mistake in your calculations you do not reach it in 
that time, set a goal for 35 years far enough ahead to take care of the 
lost time. 

Make that if you can. It will require extra effort, and extra 
nerve strain, but stick to the schedule. 

Gradually you will find that you are carrying your schedule in 
mind, and bending all your efforts to keep it. 

Sometimes you will fall behind, but you willl always know it 
when you do, and work hard to make it up.
